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After the Communis’ eccupation of Heinan, YEH Chien-ying designated the 
island Hainan Administrative District. LIN Piao appointed TENG Hua, 
15 Army Group commander, to the post of chief of the Heinan Mili tary 
and Administrative Committes (HMAC); LIN also appointed FENG Pai~chu 

(v4 G99) as demty. ‘The mniecipelity of Haik'ou (110-20, 20-03) 

and 16 hsien were under the jurisdictios of the HMAC, When TENG led his 
troops to Korea in October 1950, FING was the highest-ranking militery 
and political leader on the island. 


The following unite were on Hainan: The Hainan Column; the Heinen 


‘Military Administrative Branch Command (HMABC); the 135 Mvision, 


LS Army; a marine corps of the Sea Patrol Command, Central and South 
China Navy Commend; and hsien militia corps. ‘There were 22,000 regular 
troops on Hainan end 15,000 militiamen.
